‘There is no question that ‘ace 
showing has some advantages 
when properly uscd, but it ia un- 
doubtedly the most dangerous sys- 
tem for the boginner to attempt. 


Whon this system is being used, 
it fs very dificult to show a two- 
suit hand without getting the bid- 
ding extremely high. Your part- 
ner is in the same predicament— 
he may have aupport for your suit 
and also have a strong aut of his 
own, but the contract may get too 
high for him to show it. Our 
readers, however, should familiar- 
ine themselves with ace showing 
ao that they muy be able to com- 
pete it when used against them.

It is now very easy for North 
lo see a grand slam, His partner 
has told him that he holds the ace 
of. hearts and the king of clubs— 
he must have held the king and 
queen of spades to have an orig- 
inal bid. North therefore goes to 
seven spades, bidding for the 
grand: slam.

South has four probable losers 
tn his hand—two hearts, the king 
of diamgnds and the deuce of 
clubs, tit he is justified in open- 
ing the bidding with a two-sult 
demand bid. The West hand is 
not shown, but we will assume 
that West. bids three hearts, 
North ‘would bid. four hearts, 
again informing partner of slam 
possibilitics, no losing hearts, and 
normal support in apades.. 


South would then start to show 
his aces. As his lowest ace is the 
ace of clubs, his proper bid in five 
clubs, North would then show his 
ace of diamonds by bidding five 
diamonds. It is now quite casy 
for South to see the grand slam. 
With no losing hearts in h!s part- 
ner’s hand, and with the informa- 
tion that he holds the ace of din- 
monds, he can readily sce that 
he can ruff two hearts and discard 
his loging deuce of clubs on part+ 
ner's ace of diamonds.

. ‘The report of the Retrenchment 
Commission, admirably conceived 
and drawn tp though it is, will not 
command the attention that it 
would have done, and which it de- 
serves, had it: been made public 
at an earlier date.. It was in July, 
1930, that the Commission was 
appointed, and it took until May 
of the following year to conelude 
the very thorough — investigations 
and commit te paper the conelu- 
sions reached. When it is remem- 
bered that no fewer than ninety- 
nine meetings were held, and that 
the whole Government machinery 
of the Colony had to be closely 
scrutinised, it will. be agreed that 
the Commissioners did remark- 
ably well to present their report 
inside u year of their appoint- 
ment. On the other hand, there 
ig no reason of which we know 
why the Government could not 
have expedited publication, Its 
commentary, dealing with the 
issues raised, is dated October 
last, yet we have had to wait a 
further aix months before even 
knowing what the Commission re- 
commended. 

The first thought which strikes 
us after rending through the re- 
port and commentary {is the Im- 
menaity of the task to which the 
Commissioners set their hands. It 
Is one thing to make vague and 
general criticisms of the Colony’s 
administration, but quite another 
to’probo into every department 
and sub-department, to fasten on 
the weak spots, and to auggest 
sensible.reforms. This is what 
the Commission had to.do: a truly 
colossal task. The work haa been 
amazingly well done. The Gov- 
ernmont itself, while not agreeing 
with all the proposals put forward, 
would, we hnvo no doubt, concede 
that point.

consequence of disarmament, Tho 
British League of Nations Union 
initiated expert investigations into 
this problem of disarmament and 
unemployment, under the direction 
of a former Financlal Secretary té 
the War Office. Eurly in March, 
{t organised a Conference at the 
London School of Economics. It 
was found that the issues to be 
in scope, 
aro similar to those which must in- 
evitably accompany all schemes for 
industrial rationalisation. In tho 
paat, all applications of — scientific 


development to industry have caus- |. 


ed temporary dislocation and unem- 
ployment. Actually, of course, in 
connexion with disarmamonf, the- 
dislocation has alrendy started in a 
small degree. Naval cuts have dis- 
placed a certain number of workers 
and have indirectly affected shop- 
Keapers in shipuilding centres, 
The British problem,.of course, has 
been on an infinitely smaller scale 
than that which confronted Ger- 
many after the War when tho Allies 
imposed compulsory disarmament.

- AGREEMENT 
ELUSIVE. 


THE FOUR-POWER 
CONFERENCE. 


DECISIONS TO BE 
POSTPONED. 


London, Apr. 7. 
- The Four-Power Con- 
ference is coming to an 
end in London to-morrow 
with no prospect of an 
agreement before adjourn- 


ment. 

The announcement docs not 
mean that negotintions have 
broken down, The issues are 
to be taken up again, probably 
at Geneva, where the delegates 
will meet next week at the 
Disarmament Conference. 

The Committee of the heads of 
the conference found itself evenly 
divided. Two of the Powers were 
prepared to arrive at an agree- 
ment immediately. The other 
two, while willing to advanco 
matters as quickly as posable, 
were unable to give definite 
repltes on some of the points 
rained. 

More Information Necded. 

It is believed that a dnanimous 
agreement {8 still possible, but 
Unformation is required which will 
lake more thin'a few hours to 
collect. i 

The main point of discussion is 
stated on good authority to be the 
suggestion that certain Powers 
should waive their eights ‘under 
the most-favoured-nation. clauses 
of their treaties with the Danu- 
bian States, 

It is understoad that the Com- 
mittee agreed in principle that the 
~ Danubian States must be placed 
upon a self-sufieing basis and that 
the help given must be such ag to 
enable the States to develop with- 
out further outside assistance. 


Self-Help. 

There was complete accord that 
mere outside hetp would not be 
auflicient to prevent the © States 
from collapsing and that the 
States themselves must reach an 
agreement in regard to their 
future welfare. 

It appears that Italy and Ger- 
many contended that the Con- 
ference would be valueless unless 
the Danubian States were re- 
presented thereon’ and it was 
claimed that both Italy and Bul- 
varia should be included in’ the 
Danubian States, 

The opinion was also expressed 
that many other countries are 
interested fn the trade of: the 
Danubian States, the interests of 
which are so complex that no pro- 
Powal would suit (hem all. 

Official Communique, 

~The following communique was 
issued after to-day's sittings: ‘The 
Committee appointed by the Irour- 
Power Conference yesterday sat 
both this morning and this alter: 
noon at the Foreign Office and 
examined in details. the muin 
proposals put forward at the Con- 
ference. A Report of the proceed- 
ings will be made to the Con- 
ference at its meeting to-morrow 
morning at ten o’clock.” 

It is understood that during: to- 
day's lony discussions, the dele- 
yvutes found problems — arising 
which some of the Governments re- 
presented require to consider 
further before committing —them- 
selves to any definite attitude. 

Corsequently, the Conference 
will ‘to-morrow adjourn, arrang- 
ing to resume oata tater date, 
possibly at Geneva, or, if more 
convenient seme other continental 
centre. 

One Agreement. 

The adjournment is not likely 
to be of long duration because all 
the four powers are greed at 
lenst upon the urgency of the 
Danubian problem. 

Meanwhile, the -Governments 
will be able study the questions 
at issue In relation to thelr own 
individual interests and in the in- 
terval, further , information, and 
data not at the disposal of 
the: present Conference will be 
collected. 

An agreement was not obtain- 
able to-day because the delegates

Witness then examined the marine 
surveyors certificate, and found 
that the pressure was 126 Ibs., but 
the pressure gauge of the Inunch 
read 120 Tbs,

vatvea, The safety valve was 
Situated amidships on top of the 
boiler, and casily approached from 
the deck.

Charge Amended, 


Comdr, Hole, at this stage, said 
the charge should be amended to 
read “interfere with or. cause,” 
nnd he asked Mr, Loseby whether 
he pleaded guilty te the amended 
charge, : 

Mr, Loseby tendered a plea of 
hot yuilty, and submilted that the 
words “interfere, with had two 
interpretations, One was inter- 
fering, with the valves, and the 
other wan interfering with the 
workings of the valves, 

Comdr, Hole said it was obvious 
that the Ordinance intended that 
the valves should be left severely 
alone, 

Mr. laseby contended that that 
argument could not be used 
iyrainst his’ clients, beeause the 
launch Was one which ran out- 
side territorial waters and to 
Canton...

The Portugnese community of 
Hongkong .has learned with con- 
niderable , regret of the death, 
which took place Inst. night, of 
Mr. Carlos Auguato 
D’Assumpeno, at his residence fn 
Pence Avenue, Homuntin, The

It wan while at dinner 
that he was selzed with a sudden 
heart attack and within ten 
minutes he passed away. 

Son of the Inte Baron D’As- 
sumpeao and the late Donna 
Guilherminn Rocha, he was born 
at Macao 69 years ago, and apent 
all his life until retirement in the 
service of the Portuguese Govern- 
ment; first as Chief Interpreter in 
the Department of the Chinese 
Secretariat, then as Head of the 
sume Department, and as Chinese 
interpreter accompanying various 
politien! Misstons which from 
time to time proceeded to Peking. 
He held the position of Sccretary 
to the Portuguese Legation at 
Peking in £902. 

The deceased was married to 
Donna Merlinde de Senna lFer- 
nandes, who predeceased — him 
many years ago, 

His official career dates back 
to 1894 when he held the position 
of View-Consul for Portugal in 
Shanghai. He was a member of 
the Portuguese Commission atthe 
Opium Conference held in 1908- 
1909, Const) for Portugal in Can- 
ton in the momentous years: of 
1910-1911, Whence he retired from 
the Government. service and 
settled with his Jarge family in 
Honykong.

REV. AND MRS. H. V. KOOP 
LEAVING. 


A Jarge number.of friends and 
well-wishers gathered at the 
Cathedral Hall yesterday after- 
noon to say farowell to Rev. I, 
V. and Mrs. Koop, who, ate leav- 
ing Hongkong ‘to-day after over 
four years in the Colony. 

In opening hla nddress to the 
asiemblage, the Denn of St. John's 
Cathedral, the Very Rev. A. Swann 
M.A., D.S.C., said that he felt he 
must any something in recognition 
of Mr, Koop's efforts “in the 
Colony. “The week'has been rather 
a molancholy one for us”, he anid, 
“because we have lost to-day. the 
Cathedral Trenaurer, .Mr. Sut- 
cliffe, who is procecding to Shang- 
hai, and to-morrow Mr. und Mrs. 
Koop are leaving us. Next day, 
the Bishop and Mrs, Duppuy will 
he gone. It will be rather a 
calnmitous week for those who 
are left. : 

“1 feel ] must say something in 
recognition of the difference Mr. 
Koop hns made to the life of the 
Colony during the pust four years. 
Iam afraid we will find very soon 
what a rent loss the congregation 
will sustain, for Mr. Koop has 
been invaluable, enriching the ser- 
vices of the Cathedral, and in his 
attention to detail. He has help- 
od in making changes to the build- 
ing itself, and his preaching has 
been conalstently thoughtful, and 
very much valued by those people 
who have been able to Hsten to 
him. ‘In connexion with muaie, 
he hag been in charge almost 
solely during the time he has been 
here, He has had the very arduous 
task of choosing the hymna, and 
‘has put very real thought Into the 
j orks . 

“ft. is hardly necessary to say 
what Mr. Koop hax done about the 
St. John's Review. We has not 
only been editor, but has attended 
to the finances, and kept them on 
the right salde. * eed 

“Both Mr. and Mrs. Koop have 
been very painstaking and hodpit- 
able in the way they have  wel- 
comed the large number of people, 
particularly the younger members 
of the congregation. They have 
made contacts with many people 
of the different departments and 
have seen many missionaries and 
entered into their life. Siek visit- 
ing has been regular arid pains- 
taking, and I know that Mr. Koop 
has been very helpful to the sick. 

“T think their departure is go- 
ing to be n very great loss, and 
feel sure that everyone will agree 
with me in this. I wish them 
every happiness in the future, both 
in the ministry and home.” 

Sentiments Endorsed, 

Sir Wenry Pollock, K.C., in the 
course-of a brief address, endorsed 
most sincerely the remarks made 
by the Dean in praise of the 
friends who were shortly to leave.

On behalf of the subscribers of 
the Goodwill Farewell Fund, Sir 
Henry, amid applause, presented 
na cheque to Mr. Koop. and assured 
him that both Mrs. Koop and him- 
self carried the best wishes of all 
for their future happiness, 

Master Jones made a charming 
speech on behalf of the young 
members of the Choir, and on their 
behalf a presentation was made 
to Mr. Koop by Master Brindley. 

In replying to the  culogistic 
speeches, Mr. Koop said that, in 
looking back upon the four years- 
he had spent in Hongkong, he felt 
very grateful that the opportunity 
had come to leave England and 
see something of abrond.

“A- Bill to amend and consolidate 
the law relating to opium.” He 
said: This Bill is a consolidating 
Bill with amendments Indicated in 
the table of correspondence at- 
tached to it, and one new section. 
Section 14, which has been put in 
in consequence of the Bangkok 
Opium Agreement. That acction 
forbids the sale or purchnae * of 
opium by minors and their posses- 
sion, and sub-section two makes it 
an offence to ald, abet, counsel or 
procure any auch sale, purchase, 
smoking or possession. Such sec- 
tion, in consequence of the agree- 
ment, makes aiding and abetting a 
apecifie offence, but it is not really 
necessary that the sub-section 
should be inserted because there is 
ample provision in the law to deal 
with aiders and abetters, either 
under Section 37 of the Magis- 
trates’ Ordinance, or under Section 
7 of Ordinance Number 14 of 1929. 
When the Bill goes into Committee 
I would like to move corrections in 
clauses three and four ard to the 
achedule by deleting the word 
“first.” ‘Thero is only one schedule 
now. The second schedule of the 
principal ordinance was repenled 
in 1924 and 1s not attached. 

The Colonial. Secretary seconded 
and the Bill was read ,a second 
time.” = 

Bill Passed. . 

_ Council wont into Committec .to 
consider the Bill cliuso by clause 
when several immaterial _amend- 
ments a8 outlined by the Attorney 
General above, were approved, 
after which the Bill was read a 
third timo and passed.
